Lawrence Todd, representative here 
of the soviet news agency, Tass, de- 
nied to newspapermen today the 
quotation attributed to him by Dr. 
William A. Wirt that President 
Roosevelt is the "Kerensky" of im- 
pending revolution that will replace 
him with a "Stalin." 
The alleged remark was said by 
Wirt hi the house investigation to 
have been made at a September 
dinner also attended by David C.

As to assertions attributed indi- 
rectly to him by Wirt, Dr. Rexford 
Guy Tugwell in an interview said 
they were garnered from a 1931 
public speech by him.

New Car, Truck

Many more new pleasure cars 
and trucks have been purchased 
in Lancaster county so far this 
year than during the correspond- 
ing period in 1933, Lyle Stover, 
clerk in the registration depart- 
ment of the county treasurer's of- 
fice, reported Tuesday.

GENEVA, April 10—(AP) 


—The steering committee of 
the disarmament conference 
met today, decided to call an 
international conference May 
23, and adjourned itself until 
April 30. 


The committee members reached 
the understanding that Arthur 
Henderson, president of the con- 
ference, will have the authority to 
postpone either meeting a few days 
should he see fit. 
In the course of the session, Hen- 
derson conjured up for the dele- 
gates the spectre of another World 
war and he warned them that they 
must do their utmost to prevent an 
international catastrophe. 
He told them there must be a 
universal treaty of disarmament, 
describing it as a world problem. He 
Hayed verbally that section of pub- 
lic opinion which declares the mili- 
tary situation hopeless and the con- 
ference useless. 
New Armament Race. 
That section, he said, "contem- 
plates with equanimity the return 
of conditions that led to the World 
war; they urge us to go back to in- 
ternational anarchy where every 
nation is a law unto itself and all 
arm."Henderson said there was noth- 
ing to warrant an opinion that a 
disarmament agreement was impos- 
sible, but he declared: 
"A new race for armaments has 
begun, although it has not yet 
gathered much momentum." 
His address was directed to the 
.experts gatherta**"^'*'" determine 
whether hope yet remains for an 
international control of arms. 
There was a soberness about the 
delegates gathering for the open- 
ing meeting today that bespoke the 
difficulties they foresaw in obtain- 
ing any arms limitation convention.

NEW SETUP FOR 
CITY POWER UNIT 


Water, Electric Plants 


No Longer Operated 


As Single System. 


Operation of the municipal water 


and light plant as a single unit 
with costs being allocated to the 
water, and commercial and street 
lighting 
departments, 
has 
been 
abandoned for a setup under which 
the electrical generating plant sells 
current to the three utilities, ac- 
cording to a report for the six 
months ending March 1, filed with 
the city council by Paul W. Doerr 
depaitment head. Th3 change is 
principally a matter of bookkeeping 
but supplants a system that had 
been in vogue for 20 years under 
former C o m m i s s i o ner William 
Schrocder 
The syitem conforms to approved 


practices in all parts of the coun- 
try for water and light plants, Doerr 
said. It was needed here because 
the principal business of the A street 
station is no longer that of sup- 
plying water. That is now being 
done from the new station and wells 
at Ashland, and to which a modern 
manganese removal plant will soon 
be added. 
Fixed Charges Not Determined. 
Since the report does not cover a 


full year, fixed charges were not 
considered in determining the setup 
of the financial statements. This 
will be done in the report for the 
fiscal year ending Agust 31. 
The worth of the entire water and 
light plant including property at 
Ashland is fixed by the report at 
$6,820,969.35, of which $6,753,317.67, 
less $572,29271 of retirement re- 
serves is fixed capital. The bal- 
ance includes accounts receivzale, 
materials and supplies, construction 
in progress and miscellaneous items. 
Listed as liabilities is the city's 
equity amounting to $5,252,311-03; 
water extension bonds of $1,534,000, 
and consumers' deposits, accounts 
payable, and accrued interest on 
bonds, $34,65832

PENSION ATTACK 


Presumptive Disa b i 1 ity 


Clauses Draw Fire 


Of Col. Price. 


Arbitrary presumption that cer- 


tain disabilities of war veterans 
were service-connected, as restored 
by the recent act passed over the 
president's veto, was attacked be- 
fore the Lincoln American Legion 
post Monday evening by Col G. E. 
Price. Nearly 160 members attend- 
ed the session at the Cornhusker 
hotel. 
"This unfortunate situation places 
the burden of proving that a man 
did not receive his Injury in service 
upon the government," he cor- 
tinued. "I am certain that this pre- 
sumption of service will be serious- 


ly questioned and is certain to 
come up before congress at the 
next session where it is quite logical 
to believe that it will be changed 
again. This, in fact, makes veter- 
ans' pensions nothing but a mere 
•political football.' 


"I agree with the president when 
he says that the matter of pension 
administration is an executive func- 
tion and not a legislative one," Col. 
Price declared. 


Col. Price said that the recent 
bill provided but 
920,000,000 for 


World war veterans' pensions and 
did not necessitate the hulabaloo 
which was raised over the veterans' 
lobby. 


"My own personal theory on pen- 


sions," Col. Price said In closing, "1« 
that a bill should be passed pro- 
viding for a uniform pension rate 
for all veterans of all wars. In ad- 
dition to this uniform pension, I 
believe that there should be a sup- 
plementary pension which would 
provide for a pension for veterans 
with service-connected disabilities 


and for relief for those veterans 
actually in need." 
Clarence Kittlnger. chairman of 
tl.e local Arbor day committee, an- 
nounced that between 1,250 and 
1.500 trees would be planted in Lin- 
coln in various places.

Treasury Has Enough 
Cash for While; Spend- 


ing Slows Up. 


WASHINGTON, April 10—(AP)— 


Government borrowing is running 
billions behind President 
Roose- 


velt's budget estimate of $10,000,- 
000,000 for the first half of 1934. 


In more than three months, the 
treasury has borrowed $2,250,000,000 
of "new money" and is pretty well 
fixed with cash for some weeks to 
come. 
Mr. Roosevelt estimated the gov- 
ernment would need $6,000,000,000 of 
'new money" in the six months 
ending June 30. 
During the same period fhe gov- 
ernment has raised $1.500,000,000 to 
retire maturing securities. The pres- 
.dent's budget counted on. $4,000,- 
000.000 for the half year. 
including 
the 
billion 
dollar 
Fourth Liberty maturity on April 15 
and a quarter-billion in notes due 
May 2, treasury financing for four 
of the six months will be only 
around $5,000.000,000. 
Spending Slowing Up. 


A slackening in emergency spend- 
ing during February and March 
provides the explanation for the 
much reduced flotations. 
The ledger book of the govern- 
ment today looks something like 
this: 
Debit~$2S,lSO,000,000 in outstand- 


ing obligations—known as the pub- 
lic debt. 
Credit —$2.000,000,000 
in 
cash;

The NRA has gone "department 
store" 
From today on, one man 


signs codes, another hires execu- 
tives, another sees that everybody's 
effoits run along the same track. 


Even policies are separated under 


the new codes, and will be adminis- 
tered by three different men. With 
NRA responsibility and 
supervi- 


sion extending into every 
main 


street and half the side streets of 
the country, with almost 4CO codes 
and nearly 3,000 Washington em- 
ployes, the old cne-man show has 
suddenly become a thing of the 
past. 


Hugh S Johnson, the Dig boss, 
clears his desk of small stuff and 
settles back to deal only with the 
biggest customers and the toughest 
situations.Johnson in Florida. 


As if celebrating the new freedom, 
he is in Florida today, enroute to 
join President Roosevelt for a brief 
vacation 


The department store idea was 
adopted with reluctance. Johnson 
often said responsibility for every 
decision had to be his own and that 
he picked his men so that—in lang- 
uage typically Johnsonese— "they 
wouldn't get the pants traded off 
'era" 


But finally there were too many 


men, 
and too many things kept 


happening—automobile strikes, coal 
wage deadlocks, crises big and lit- 
tle—so that the plan of a general 
staff was adopted

The strike in the Motor Products 
plant, which makes auto parts, had 
thrown 18,000 men out of work in 
the Hudson factory yesterday be- 
cause of inability to get materials. 
The Hudson factory was expected 
to resume work late today or to- 
morrow. 


A threat of a strike of tool and 


die makers who want a 20 per cent 
wage boost became the next hurdle 
for the peacemakers. The Mechanics 
Educational 
Society of America 


may call these workers out on 
Thursday in Detroit, Pontiac and 
Flint if the job shops in which i 
they are employed refuse to meet 
the demand. 


Union estimates of the number 


of men who may be directly in- 
volved by this strike run as high 
as 18,000. Matthew S. Smith, gen- 
eral secretary of the union, said 
its effect would be felt throughout 
the automobile industry. 


The Mechanics Educational So- 


ciety is not affiliated with the 
American Federation of Labor. It 
has questioned the right of the au- 
tomobile labor board, of which Dr. 
Leo Wolman is the neutral mem- 
ber, to intervene in its wage dis- 
pute with the manufacturers.

WORK IS BEGUN 


Board Prepares To Take 


Care Of Bonds To 


Become Due. 


Work was begun on the Lincoln 


school district's budget for the next 
fiscal year Tuesday when Secretary 
J. G. Ludlam presented a tentative 
bond liquidation schedule to the 
board, as the board had requested 
at the last meeting. 


The present 
budget calls for 


$195,300 in the bond interest fund 
and the tentative setup would pro- 
vide $175,500, a decrease of $19,800. 
The bond sinking fund at present 
provides $225,100 as compared to 
$187,000 In the tentative outline for 
next year. The total decrease in 
these two items is $57,900 


The board took no action CHI the 
matter but held a lengthy discus- 
sion of the bond situation. It was 
pointed out that about $50.500 in 
serial bonds come due at the be- 
ginning of each fiscal year, plus 
about $15,000 in optional outlays. 


The board's attention was called 
to the compensation case of Keith 
L. Phillippi, 24, of 3433 Holdrege 
street, who was injured while in 
the board's employ on March 26. 
The board offered to pay the ex- 
pense of an operation, but Mr. 
Phillippi did not want it and agreed 
to accept an amount comparable to 
that. The board learned the amount 
would be $181.33 and it is believed 
settlement will be made on that 
basis. 
Discuss Liability. 


The problem of liability for em- 
ployes on school projects under the 
FERA was discussed by the board 
and decision was made to regard 
them as employes of the schools 
with the rights and privileges of 
compensation 
thus entailed 
The 


nursery schools, employing 42 wom- 
en, are the only FERA projects now 
carried on by the board. 
Approval was given a request to 


build woven wire fences near Pres- 
cott school at 2045 Euclid avenue, 
the home of Mrs. Elizabeth Car- 
pender, and at 2129 Euclid avenue, 
the home of Victor Seymour. Com- 
plaints had been received of school 
children trespassing on these lots. 
The wire w:ll cost about $80. 
The giving of a bond in a loss 


claim to the Rock Island railway 
for $7 54 worth of coal was referred 
to the board's attorney. Two war- 
rants totalling $11250 were turned 
over to Miss Edith Badger, admin- 
istratrix of the estate of Miss Anna 
Badger. The warrants represented 
salary1 claims to January 20, the 
date of Miss Badger's death. . 
The board also approved the pur- 


chase of a $00 electric furnace for 
coal testing purposes. An expression 
of sympathy was drawn up to Mrs. 
Viola Boles, recording secretary for 
the board, whose father, Nicholas 
Reiser, died last week.

"Miss Kneeland said," he went 
on, "that Tugwell said: 'If we be- 
gin to plan nationally we must 
change once and for all our statutes 
and constitution."' 
He also testified Miss Kneeland 


had quoted the assistant secretary 
of agriculture to the effect that "it 
was impossible to have a planned 
economy and have big business 
operating industry." 


Representative Bulwinkle, demo- 
crat. North Carolina, wanted to 
knew who had talked of President 
Roosevelt as a "Kerensky," later to 
be replaced bv a "Stalin." 


"Lawrence Todd," Wirt replied. 
Quotes Westervelt. 


As to Westervelt, the schoolmas- 
ter testified the Chicagoan had said 
"Dr Frederic C. Howe (head of the 
AAA consumers council) had told 
him that if there was a way to stop 
feeding people on federal relief that 
quicker progress could be made 
toward what we are after." 


Westervelt also was quoted as 


having said Tugwell asserted he 
could get $1,000,000 for a special 
school for "recent college gradu- 
ates," and that it would be "easy 
to inoculate them with ideas about 
the new planned economy." 
Wirt also assailed the "subsistence 
homestead" plan of the administra- 
tion. 
"Do you consider it part of a plan 
to overthrow the established or- 
der?" he was asked, and replied he 
"certainly did." 
Asked by Representative O'Con- 
nor, democrat, New York, if he dis- 
criminated 
between 
overthrowing 
the social order and changing the 
government, 
Wirt said that he 


spoke of revolution such as the 
"Roosevelt revolution" referred to 
in a book by Ernest K. Lmdley. He 
said some people thought of revo- 
lution as throwing out the presi- 
dent and "blowing off the top ot 
the capitol." 
Says President Not to Blame. 


"The 
president is not to blame," 


he said, "but the real friends of tbe 
constitution have not come for- 
ward." 
Asked by Representative Arnold, 
democrat. Illinois, who made the 
statement in his remarks that "we 
are on the inside and had control- 
ling influence which made 
the 
president think he was making de- 
cisions." Wirt replied: 
"Todd, Kneeland and Taylor" 
Convening of the house terminat- 


ed the hearing soon after noon. It 
will be resumed tomorrow with Wirt 
on the stand.

crowded, 
as Wirt, an Indiana 
schoolmaster, strode in with Reed. 
Word bad spread that the much- 
waited witness faced tbe dilemma 
of naming bis alleged informant «r 
being tried on charges of holding 
tbe house in contempt. 
Slower in arriving than tbe hun- 


dreds of curious watchers, the in- 
vestigating committee consisted of 
Chairman 
Bulwinkle. 
democrat. 


North Carolina; O'Connor, demo- 
crat. New York: Arnold, democrat, 
Illinois: McGugin. republican. Kan- 
sas, and Lchlbach, republican. New 
Jersey. 
Tbe first committee member on 
hand was McGugin. The others 
followed shortly.

After Reed bad said that Dr. Wirt 


•was present and ready to testify.

The committee then indulged m 
a controversT over procedure, Mc- 


aJrtn said "it *ts "gagging*' the 


witness. 
"I protest this un-American pro- 


cedure." declared McOogin. "I de- 
mand the right for this witness to 
make a statement in bis own way."

FALLS CITY, Neb, April 10—(IP) 


—District Judge J. B. Raper today 
granted the state an injunction to 
prevent three Falls City men from 
operating slot machines and held 
that the machines are gambling de- 
vices under Nebraska law. The in- 
junction was issued against Andrew 
Halbert, John Niedecken and Franu 
Blakney. 
The court held that the siot ma- 
chaies "have certain features and 
benefits whereby the operator of the 
said machine receives that benefit 
by chance." 
The court also held that "because 


of the wide use and distribution of 
said machine, plantiff has no ade- 
quate remedy at law; but gambling 
thus carried on by defendant con- 
stitutes a common or public nuis- 
ance, in that gambling is publicly 
and openly encouraged. 
"Minors are tempted to and ac- 
tually are permitted to participate 
in such gambling; that such con- 
duct tends to demoralize those who 
participate in the operation of said 
machines." 
The injunction bars not only the 
defendants but any agents or em- 
ployes from in any manner carry- 
ing on or operating illegal gambling 
through the system of the vending 
machines. 
The decree was entered without 
any opposition from the defendants 
who were in default, having failed 
to answer to the state petition 
against them.

MEN REFUSING 


WORK ON FERA 


(Continued from Page One). 


many were reporting for work. He 
hopes, however, that every man on 
his lists will have been carded to 
some project, by not later than the 
middle of the coming week. 


When he carded out about 150 


men Tuesday, Jobst said tnat his 
ofiice has caught up with the list 
of eligibles who have been certified 
to him by the county emergency 
relief bureau. The speed with which 
cards are issued from now on will 
depend on how fast he gets the 
names from the relief office. 


Relief workers who were employed 
on the CWA will not be carded to 
employment. Jobst declared, until 
all of those who have not had em- 
ployment are placed. This will in- 
clude 607 who must register at tne 
re-employment office before they 
can be considered. "My office has 
tneir names," he said, "but we can- 
not give them cr.rds until they have 
registered again as their names are 
not on the 
re-employment 
office 
rolls." 


Few Complaints. 


Few complaints 
have been re- 
ceived at Mr. Jobst's ofiice. and 
only two men have "absolutely re- 
fused to go to work. They were 
skilled laborers who had been card- 
ed out for common labor." The 
only complaints from outside, ac- 
cording to Mr. Jobst, have been to 
the effect that men who are not 
on relief have been given FERA em 
ployment. An investigation has re- 
vealed the charge is unjust. "But 
snould we find any Instance wnere 
A is true, the worker will be dis- 
charged at once," he added. 
The only fault Director Jobst has 
had to find with the workers is 
their slowness in calling for tneir 
cards. Except for 537 that were un- 
called for, his files were clear, Mon- 
day night, he said. Of these 167 
should have reported to tne project 
foremen on April 5, 7 or 9. T»e 
thers are due to report on April 10 
or 11. In each case the cards were 
out and the men notified to call for 
them three days beiore they were to 
report for work. 
Mr. Jobst believes the fault in 
these cases can be attributed most- 
ly to changes of address and pos- 
sible illness. In most cases, he said, 
the men are scarcely to blame, as 
they cannot see their case worker 
but once a week. "However, he add- 
ed, "when a man on relief moves or 
is ill. he should make every effort to 
notify the emergency relief office." 


Of tie 108 who were examined 
at the health department Monday. 
Only 77 were accepted. At 7 o'clocfc 
Monday night, ail but 10 had re- 
ported to Dr. M. F. Arnholt and 
were notified to report Tuesday 
morning for assignment to projects. 
Under a new rule, the cards of the 
ten who did not report will be in the 
hands of the foremen, and they will 
be set to work if they chow up on 
the project. 


Predicts FERA Failure. 
OMAHA. April lQ-4jP>—Complete 


failure of the FERA work relief plan 
was forecast by Street Commission- 
er Knudsen at today's city council 
meeting. The street department, 
which provided the bulk of Oma- 
83 FERA workers, Knudsen said. 
The department had asked for 1,- 
800 men and a week ago bad near- 
ly 1.000. 
"There is no apparent reason why 
a man should go to work under tne 
FERA plan," he said. "They figure 
they'll get the same relief whether 
they work or not. 


At Knudsen's request tbe council 
sent a resolution to the state FERA 
committee, pleading for indorsement 
of » city cleaning projc-t.

William McDowell, 67, 


Succumbs at Dinner 


In His Honor. 


Montanan Had Brilliant 


Career; Cheerfulness 


Won Irish People. 


DUBLIN. April 10— ,(M —The 


capital of the Irish free state went 
into mourning today for William 
Wallace McDowell, 67 - year - old 
American minister to Dublin, who 
died at the very climax of his 
brilliant career. 


Blinds were tightly drawn at all 


legations and flags were flown at 
half-staff as the city mourned the 
sudden death of the minister at a 
dinner in his honor last night. 


A memorial service will be held 


tomorrow. Afterward, the body will 
be sent to the United States on 
the first available steamer calling 
at Cobh. Burial will be in Montana. 


Dies While Talking. 
Rising at the banquet, given for 


him by Irish executives, Mr. Mc- 
Dowell started to make acknowl- 
edgement of the enthusiastic greet- 
ing that had been given him. The 
words, "Butte, Montana," came to 
his lips, then trailed oft as the 
minister slumped forward, dead of 
a heart attack. 
Montana 
was the minister's 


adopted state. He was born in 
Tennessee. 
Mr. McDowell's cheerfulness, his 


love for Ireland and a break with 
tradition he made in presenting his 
credentials on March 27 to Presi- 
dent 
Eamon De Valera—rather 
than to King George's representa- 
tive as customary—brought him 
unusual popularity. 


De Valera At Side. 
President De Valera, sitting at 


Mr. McDowell's left, was one of the 
first to reach him when he faltered 
while paying tribute to the Irish 
and Americans and fell between his 
chair and the table. It was then 
about 11 p. m. 
The dinner— a pleasant, light- 


hearted affair in Dublin castle— 
broke up in confusion. President 
De Valera, a close friend of the 
minister, was deeply distressed. 
Richard Washburn Child, repre- 
sentative of President Roosevelt, 
who had accompanied Mr. Mc- 
Dowell to th« dinner, accompanied 
the body as it was borne to the 
American legation. There it was in- 
dicated an autopsy would be per- 
formed. 


Referred to Founding. 
It was Mrs. Henry H. Balch, wife 


of the American consul 
general, 


who told of Mr. McDowell's last 
words, "Butte, Mont." She said he 
was referring to the founding of 
his home-town—he was from Dub- 
lin gulch, Butte, Montana—by an 
Irishman, Marcus Daly, when he 
was stricken. 
Mr. McDowell was born 67 years 


ago in Trenton, Term. In Montana, 
he had a 3,500 acre ranch. He also 
maintained a winter home in Los 
Angeles. '

FOREMAN'S PEN 


TERM REDUCED 


Supreme Court Sustains 


One Count, Dismisses 


Two Others. 


Nebraska's Supreme court Tues- 


day affirmed the conviction of Ar- 
thur A. Foreman, former president 
of the Farmers State bank of 
Overton on one of three counts al- 
leging he made false reports of the 
bank's condition, but dismissed the 
charges against him on the other 
two counts. 
He faces a 1 to 2 year peniten- 
tiary sentence for his appfoved 
conviction on the one charge. This 
was the second time Foreman's ap- 
peal was before the Supreme court. 
He came up the first time ap- 
pealing from conviction on the 
same three * charges for which he 
had been sentenced by District 
Judge I. J. Nisley to sentences total- 
ing from 4 to 12 years in prison. 
The high court reversed this and 
sent it back for retrial, where he 
was again convicted but was given 
sentences which would have meant 
his incarceration for only from 2 to 
4 years. 


Supreme Court Judge William B. 
Rose dissented from the majority 
in approving the conviction on the 
one charge. 


The count upon which he was 


convicted was a result of his listing 
as due from the South Omaha- 
State bank $27,79? when there was 
only due $17,798. Foreman admitted 
the rep-rt was incorrect but said 
he signed 
it in good faith, not 


learning until afterwards that the 
Omaha bank had declined to honor 
his personal note for $10,000 sent 
about that time. The transactions 
occurred in the summer of 1929. 
The state introduced evidence, the 
court found, tending to show the 
state's blanks were not received at 
the bank until after the date Fore- 
man said he first learned the Om- 
aha bank had rejected his note.

Hall & Co. to sell the state $32,000 
of newly issued Douglas county 
bonds, as an investment for the 
permanent school fund. The pro- 
position was not accepted, partly 
because the interest rate did not 
seem attractive and partly because 
there is not much money on hand 
to buy securities at this time. 
The bonds were issued bearing 


4'/2 per cent interest coupons, but 
the firm wanted to detach enough 
of them for its commission to bring 
the net return to the state down 
to 3.70 per cent. 
Some "f the 


board members do not like to buy 
bonds in this way and let a private 
concern "shave" them, when the 
issuing county or other subdivision 
might just as well have offered 
them to the 
state 
in the first 


instance. 
A recess was taken until after- 


noon, waiting for an opinion from 
the attorney general's office as to 
[whether 
delinquent rentals 
on 


'state school land can be paid up 
and the tracts retained 
by the 


previous occupants, after the lands 
have been offcially advertised for 
leasing to highest bidders at pub- 
lic auction. About two dozen cases 
of this kind, where the old lessees 
desire to pay up their arrears and 
keep the premises, are to be acted 
upon.

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THE REVOLUTION. 


O 


F THE many discussions of the New Deal, or the 


bloodless revolution, which is taking place in 


America, none can be commended more highly for 
candor, honesty, and fairness than the one which 
appeared in a recent issue of the Kansas City Star. 


Its breadth may be gauged by the following: 
"The New Deal is no cunningly contrived brain 


storm cooked up in the great Roosevelt study. Its 
measures are the result of neither spontaneous com- 
bustion nor immaculate conception. Its roots, like 
those of Roosevelt, go back rather far into our un- 
written history. The New Deal was necessary. When 
the American frontier disappeared in the 1890s, it 
was conceived. The growth of industrial power, of 
mass production, the fall of the birth rate and the 
end of mass immigration were signs that it was 
coming. Theodore Roosevelt, who knew little or 
nothing of economics, sensed it; 
Woodrow Wilson, 


who knew little or nothing of finance, strove to an- 
ticipate it; the World war attempted to postpone it; 
Harding and Coolidge tried to destroy it, and Hoover 
to ignore it. But it came, and when Wall street 
crashed in October, 1329, the New Deal was bom." 


From a historical standpoint, the accuracy of fact 


Is beyond question, although exception may be tak- 
en logically to some of the conclusions drawn. The 
frontier did disappear to all intents and purposes in 
the "90s. It vanished when land, easily and cheap- 
ly cultivated, was exhausted. The consequences were 
ignored at the time. It meant the failures had no 
haven in America to which they might turn to re- 
build their lives. But through one economic circum- 
stance after another, the day could be postponed 
when final reckoning was to be made, and it was de- 
layed until nearly thirty years after the combina- 
tion of events responsible for the bloodless revolu- 
tion had their inception.

WF THIS view of the spectacle which is America 
••• today is to be accepted, the thoughts of a 
planned economy or of a regimented 
national life 


will not be nearly so repugnant, to the hardy, robust, 
rugged individualist, who persists in looking back- 
ward. 


Who would question that evolution Is not the law 


of nations as well as individuals, at least in physi- 
cal and mental development? 


America could dance merrily along the highway 


when the word failure had no meaning, because new 
opportunity beckoned constantly 
from out of the 


west. America still could proceed blissfully so long 
as settlement furnished a magnificent market for 
huge quantities of materials. But pioneering in the 
rural districts ended. Homes were built, then new 
one* constructed, finally a third set of improve- 
ments placed upon the land. Markets were neces- 
sary and as a result, cities sprang into existence to 
answer the cry for convenient facilities for trade and 
barter. Transportation, 
and 
highways 
marched 


hand In hand. All of that glamorous era is over, 
andi with It, the old American saga ended, and a new 
Interlude began. 


WJtiere It leads, no man can say. How long it will 


take It to unfold Is unanswerable. The anonymous 
author of the Kansas City star article suggests or- 
dinarily revolutions have a habit of behaving pret- 
ty ihuch as they please and of reaching their final 
goal against the announced will of all concerned. It 
willi-take from ten to twenty years, and possibly long- 
er. ; All that has been done had its counterpart In 
old* Europe. In the Judgment of the author that 
represented Mr. Roosevelt's greatest achievement. 


"He combined these familiar elements so calmly, 


and) with so friendly a smile that even after a year 
of the New Deal there are still people who do not 
reaSze that a 
revolution has taken place. It is 


creative statesmanship to produce a revolution of 
minis throughout a conflict of bodies, to usher in a 
ne^ era without Woodshed. We proceeded—and he 
helped us—to lay disrespectful hands on every single 
one) of the idols of the past; the gold standard, the 
opei shop, free competition, private banking, and 
private profits. To know that there was no human 
Institution which could nn be altered or outlawed 
by political action was to give us hope. His second 
greit achievement was to give us action. And. fin- 
ally; Roosevelt has given us national and intema- 
tionW self-respect. Twelve years of administration 
by "safe men' had frittered away the power and in- 
fluence of this country to the vanishing point. Neith- 
er in Europe. Asia, nor South America could we say 
that we were either liked, admired, or respected. For 
the >first time In fifteen years, it is possible for 
Americans to takbe a natural pride In their coun- 
try's foreign policies.

They would 
find solace and comfort in a reminder that we are 
confronted witti new economic facts, requiring po- 
bUcal readjustment, call it what you wfll. the great 
flood tide which reached its peak sn 1932 was some- 
thing bryonti human hands, something which had 
been gathering slowly year after year since the VOs, 
soraetiucg temporarily averted, •when, for example, 
another Roosevelt threw himself into the breach, m 
Woodrow wason wngSt to change It in other chan- 


nels by shouting • warning. * Harding and • Cool- 
idge thrust their arms into the mighty !eak which 
was sprung in the '90s, and 
Hoover deliberately 


turned his back to its onrushing wall. 


Surely, it inspires a feeling of deep humility to 


watch the efforts of men to control its rush. That Is 
what Mr. Roosevelt is attempting to do. It's a mighty 
task, which only one of stout heart, who does not 
know the meaning of fear, who has never quavered 
in the face of either responsibility or burden would 
undertake. But if America is to succeed in knowing 
her new self, a new America—not by the will of any 
man but by the inexorable flow of the tide—then 
shall her children reflect upon their historic past in 
the light of known events. 


THEY WANT TO FIGHT. 
R 


EPORTS of the 
ineffectual revolt at LaPaz, 


capital of Bolivia explain to some extent why 


it has been impossible thus far to terminate the war 
between that country and Paraguay, notwithstanding 
the efforts of neighboring states and of the league 
of nations. It is not the fault of those at the head 
of the government that the war is continued year 
after year with thousands of men killed. The offi- 
cials would soon reach an accord of some kind if 
they dared do so; but the people will not permit it. 
They are determined to win the war, even if to do 
so would depopulate the country. 


The rebellion last week, which cost the lives of 120 


cadets, was the result of general discontent with the 
manner in which the war is being conducted. Bolivia 
has been getting the worst of the fighting and the 
people are angry at the lack of success. They want 
action, not realizing that the country is probably in 
great financial distress and that It takes plenty of 
money to carry on a war. 


In the past Bolivian officials have hinted at bring- 


ing about peace but the citizenry would not hear of 
it, and those who insisted have been swept 
from 


power. The entire population of the country num- 
bers less than three millions, and half of these are 
Indians. There are only 426,000 white people in the 
state, others beside the Indians and whites being 
mixed races. Although Bolivia has rich natural re- 
sources, she is realizing little from them now and 
the income of the government has fallen off alarm- 
ingly. 


The greatest resource has been tin but the de- 


mand for this has been more than cut in two in 
the last few years, this falling off constituting one 
of the most severe blows that the little country has 
received. The population is poor, so it must be ob- 
vious that the task of carrying on a war year after 
year is a tremendous one. But it is fight or get out 
of office, so the fighting goes on. 


HIGHWAY BEAUTITICATION. 
I 


OWA'S plan of highway beautification will be 


watched with a great deal of interest in Nebras- 


ka, where thought is being given to the same pro- 
gram. 


Contracts were let last week for the first thirty 


miles of highway landscaping near Ames. The bids 
called for 2,092 trees, 11,825 shrubs, and 2,155 vines 
to be planted in accordance with a detailed scheme 
along twenty miles of road. 


As a basic principle of beautification, the idea Is 


to make the highway appear as nearly natural as 
possible. It should fit into the hills and valleys with 
a minimum of deep, ugly cuts, sometimes necessary 
to effect grades. As an aid to the rolling effect, the 
highway is graded with curbed back slopes, which 
blend into the fields and the hills. In the selection of 
trees and shrubbery, both color and contour are con- 
sidered. The trees embrace hawthorn, wild crab ap- 
ple, and wild plum for brilliant spring coloring ef- 
fects; elms, sugar maples, oaks, black walnut, syca- 
more, and hackberry for summer and fall, with a 
sprinkling of Sotch pines, white pines, and spruce 
for winter green. 


Nebraska still is engaged too busily in highway 


construction to devote money in any considerable 
amounts to beautification, and yet the Iowa experi- 
ment holds so much of interest to this state that the 
results will be checked carefully. 


EQUIPMENT FOR GANGSTERS. 


"WK7HAT should a big, ttad wolf in gangland pos- 
ww sess in the way of standard equipment? Clyde 
Barrow, noted outlaw and gunman, answers the ques- 
tion, if the story of Chief of Police Percy Boyd, of 
Commerce, Okla., who was held hostage by Barrow, 
is correct. 


Here is what every well dressed gangster should 


have in his wardrobe: Three Browning machine 
guns, three shotguns, numerous pistols, and a suit 
case loaded with ammunition. It costs money to 
keep up with the fashions in gangland equipment, 
but the trail of looted banks and daring holdups 
shows that money is B<> concern to the gangster who 
has a way. Its a chilling commentary on the land 
of the free and the home of the brave to discover a. 
desperado riding around the country with a hackful 
of dangerous weapons. 


ANTI-LYNCHING BILL UNWISELY DRAWN. 


> BELIEVER in law and order in a country 
whose government is founded upon the right 


of all citizens to life, liberty, and the pursuit of nap- 
plness will hesitate to join in the condemnation of 
lynching as a crime which strikes at these basic 
principles; nor will anyone devoted to constitutional 
doctrines withhold his approval from 
any proper 


legislation designed to prevent mob rule or punish 
those taking part in it. 


It is important, however. In dealing with this mat- 


ter to see that any attempted remedial measures are 
not worse than the condition they seek to correct. 
The anti-lynching bill now before congress- appears 
to be, in some respects, of such character. 


One of its principal features Is the levying of a 


fine on any county In which a lynching may occur. 
That is taking in a lot of territory and might easily 
result in loading upon Innocent taxpayers a heavy 
penalty for the acts of a few lawless people, or the 
failure of officers to perform their duty, or both. 


Suppose, as has happened more or less frequently, 


a person accused of some heinous crime is taken from 
the hands of the authorities in one county, spirited 
to some spot in a neighboring Jurisdiction, and there 
put to death 
by the 
self-constituted vigilantes. 


Neither the people of the second county nor their 
officers were warned of the mob's plans in time to 
take action; nevertheless, under this bill, the coun- 
ty would be compelled to pay $10.000 from its treas- 
ury as a fine for the sins of others. 


Moreover, if whole communities are going to t»e 


held to account for the failure of officers to uphold 
the law or the riotous conduct of mobs, why stop 
with lynchings? Are there not other kinds of law- 
lessness equally reprehensible and deserving of as 
vieorous action to stop them? 


What, for instance, should be done in the case of 


machine gun thugs who drove through the streets of 
Kansas City o^ the day of the recent municipal 
election, killing four people and Intimidating voters 
and election officers? 


What about the shedding of blood in labor strikes 


where men who wish to continue at work are sub- 
jjfcted to violence at the hands of pickets, or the 
strikers themselves are brutally treated and some- 
times shot down by armed guards? Are such inci- 
dents any less serious, or the families of the victims 
less worthy of being reimbursed, than In the case 
of lynched persons? 


Now and then. too. some chiU is kidnapped and 


murdered, or a member of some wealthy family is 
abducted and held for ransom. Is 
lynching any 


worse than this? 


Nebraska has a better law against mobs than ttie 


one proposed at Washington, it makes the partici- 
pants, a* wen as any officers who fan in perfor- 
mance of tneir duty, liabfe for fines or imprtsaa- 
ment; but does not penalize taxpayers who had 
notLing to do with any such demonstration.

Doubtless some fairy tales are too 
preposterous and silly for the child's 
acceptance. But others take their 
hearts by storm, alleviate their 
sense of injury, console their sor- 
rows ana stimulate their image- 
making capacity. Hence they are 
valuable for our youngsters simoly 
because they protect them against 
parental "gradgrinds" and a secu- 
larized world. The average child 
readily gets all the information he 
needs about the material and ex- 
ternal realms. What he needs is a 
vision of things lovely though un- 
seen. He often beats his soul's wings 
against the bars, and blessed be 
Santa Glaus and his tribe who give 
him. a sweet release from things as 
they appear to purblind adults.

I am preparing myself for college 


with a view to entering the min- 
istry eventually. Will you, out of 
your knowledge of books on theol- 
ogy, name one on theism which will 
be helpful in my studies. I want a 
book that may take me six months 
to master, chapter by chapter. 


ANSWER. 
There is something refreshing to 
your eagerness to find a real book 
which will tax your intellectual 
poyers of study and reflection. Too 
often I get requests for short cuts 
to knowledge to which I am reluc- 
tant to reply because such a pro- 
cedure results in nothing more 
than superficial half - knowledge 
which can never constitute a basis 
for real scholarship. 
There is quite a voluminous list of 
books on theism. 
American and 
English, but I believe 
Principal 
Garvie's recently published volume, 
"The Christian Belief in God" 
(Hodder and Stoughton) is most 
suitable for your purpose. It is ad- 
mirably planned, and there is no 


major aspect of the subject which 
is not adequately treated. The ar- 
gument for God from the existence 
of beauty, for instance, is handled 
with conspicuous competence, and 
in this instance, as in various oth- 
ers, the references extend from Plato 
to the conclusions reached by the 
latest research. 
Dr. Garvie may not always be 
exactly right in all his views. For 
example, he will have nothing ot 
do with the possibilities of "Natural 
religion," whereas there is a new 
type of that kind growing up under 
our very eyes. Bui, the volume as 
a whole is exactly what an am- 
bitious student needs. Its orderly 
and substantially complete exami- 
nation and criticism of various 
ideas are calculated to give you dis- 
cussions of their pros and cons 
which will provide ample exercise 
for jour mental faculties. Well di- 
gested pages like these cannot fail 
to impart a real acquaintance with 
this great subject. No priest, rabbi 
or pastor can afford to neglect 
any legitimate source which en- 
riches his knowledge of God, since 
it must be the foundation of his re- 
ligious teaching.

Which is the better doctrine for 
one to aaopt, a perpetual cnai- 
lenge of life or a quiet acceptance 
of it? I have often thought about 
these two attitudes toward life's 
problems and would appreciate a 
brief discussion by you of their rela- 
tive merits. ANSWER. 
Much depends on circumstances, 
and both attitudes are indorsed 
by Holy Scripture. "Stand still and 
see the glory of God" has as good 
biblical warrant as "Put on the 
whole armor of God." Izaak Wal- 
ton was a placid and serene 
gentleman and went fishing in trou- 
blesome tim&s, lived to be ninety 
and passed quietly away under the 
protecting shadows of Winchester's 
great 
cathedral. 
Lovers of his 
"Compleat Angler" are thankful for 
his undisturbed repose. 
On the other hand, John Bunyan, 
who was a much greater humorist, 
was also a doughtier fighter than 
Walton. Both were excellent char- 
acters, both rendered remarkable 
service to their own and following 
generations, both are esteemed and 
loved for their work's sake. But 
Walton was too easily content to 
accept life as he found it and to 
bid the rest of us do likewise. 
Whereas Bunyan had the prophet's 
passion for religious freedom that 
ended in jailing him. Yet what 
a palace his prison became! From 
it he sent forth the matchless alle- 
gory known as "Pilgrim's Progress." 
Like Walton, St. Peter loved fishing, 
but he loved souls far more, ana 
Jesus made him a fisher of men. 
You will see the drift of these 
comparisons. 
I personally prefer 
the battlefield to the cloister, be- 
cause my temperament inclines to- 
ward my fellow men. But who in 
our bustling, fevered life has not 
felt the need of retirement 
and 
meditation? And how can one give 
to others a self worth while if ne 
does not culticate his inner nature? 
As I see it, the mount of vigil and 
the plain of service should be com- 
plementary in every spiritual land- 
scape. To be led beside the still 
waters where our souls are restored 
is preparatory to the engagements 
we must keep with inescapable du- 
ties.Copyright.

If we were free to choose tne ideal 
type of personality for ourservcs and 
our friends, we doubtless would pick 
those elements that would lead to a 
peaceful, happy, contented lite. We 
would endow ourselves and our 
friends with generosity, a sense of 
humor, personal integrity, enough 
emotionalism to enjoy the pleasures 
of life, and couple tnis with enough 
sober sense to be serious and prac- 
tical about the duties pertaining to 
making a living. We would elimi- 
nate extreme radicalism, selfishness 
and greed, hypocrisy, 
ignorance, 
hysteria, and all the other unlovely 
traits that so many of us unfor- 
tunately possess. 
We would certainly endow our- 
selves with a certain amount ol 
Spartan fortitude, mat would en- 
able UK to "take it on the chin" 
without flinching.

The bout, a sure-fire box office 


attraction in New York, with its big 
Irish and Jewish population, may 
outdraw the heavyweight cham- 
pionship match between Primo Car- 
nera and Max Baer which the 
Garden is promoting in the Long 
Island bowl June 14. 
McLarnin always has been a fa- 
vorite here, despite hte fact that his 
mighty fists have beaten down sev- 
eral Jewish idols, notably Benny 
Leonard, Sid Terris, Ruby Gold- 
stein and Al Singer.

The double killing was discovered 


by Fred 
Rhodes of Capac, Mich, 


when he stopped at the Holt house 
seeking a tire pump. 


Coroner George Church said h2 


believed the Holt couple had died 
Sunday night after a furious strug- 
gle in which Mrs. Holt fought for 
her life. The coroner said evidence 
showed Holt had beaten his wife 
to death in the house, then gone to 
the barn and ended his own bfe.

the company's "reserve for accrued de- 
preciation and its estimated actual de- 
preciation Indicate that there has not been 
proper co-operation between its .plant en- 
gineers and its valuation engineers. 


"Plant engineers determine the amount 


required from 
current, revenue to keep 


the company's investment Intact. Valua- 
tion engineers d3termine the amount to 
be deducted from plant Investment for 
the purpose of fixing a fair value upon 
which to base rates. 


"The results to be obtained Is just the 


opposite of the results to be obtained by 
the other. It appears to be the policy of 
utility companies not to let the right hand 
know what the left hand doeth."

The labels on beer bottles or kegs 
mv:^ show the alcoholic content in 
excess of % of one per cent to con- 
form to the pure food laws of the 
state, according

written for Lloyd Chapman, dep- 
uty city attorney, by Paul Chaney, 
assistant attorney general. Chap- 
man asked for an opinion when 
police confiscated a bottle of beer, 
the label on which did not show 
the alcoholic conteat. 
"If the label does not contain a 
statement showing the quantity or 
portion of any alcohol in excess of 
J,2 of one per. cent." Chaney's let- 
ter says, "the product is misbrand- 
ed, within the 
meaning of the 
statute.*

applied where beer, either in bot- 
tle or barrel, is branded "Not more 
than 6 per cent alcohol."
